ALCIERS. 


French and Arabian Life. 


A correspondent of the London News’ 
writes as follows : a 

Perhaps there is no place in the world 
where modern civilization and ancient 
Eastern life and manners come inte such 
close contact, and therefore stand out in’ 
so striking a contrast, as they do in Al- 
giers. The handsome Place du Gouv- 
ernment, with its fine bronze statue of 
the Duke of Orleans, its shops, cafes, 
colomades and public buildings, would 
be just like that of any French provin- 
cial town, were it not for the magnificent: 


fountain in one corner, and “for *the daz- 
ziing white walls of the. great. mosque, 
with its clegant mineret, which forms 
ene side of thie square.” The quays, 
crowded with sailors, and lined by large 
warcbouses, and ‘the vast harbor, pro- 
tected by piers, forts. and-breakwaters, 
and filled with large steamers and mer- 
chant shipping, has entirely French. 
appearance, and has also the broad and 
liaudsome Boulevard de II mperatice, 
with its long range of new white build- 
ings. Behind this bouleyard and the 
Piave du Gouvernament are several 
straight streets, mostly at right angles | 


excellent shops.; but even here one sees 
something of Arab life... Arab boys | 
perpetually aceost one, offering to black 
one’s boots, or selling cigar lights, while 
stately men, wrapped up in white dra- 
pery, every now and then are met with, 
or half naked black beggars. When, 
however we reach, by a broad flight of 
steps, the Place du Chartres, where the 
daily market is-held, we come upon one 
of the most animated and picturesque 
scenes it is possible to see in any city in 
the world.
